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THIRD  GRADE  PROMOTIONAL 
TEST  RESULTS  RELEASED 
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All  parents  of  District   third  graders  will  receive 
letters  during  the  week  of  February  20,  1978,  about  the  results 
of  the  third  grade  promotional  tests  given  in  December.   All  third 
graders,  approximately  4,400,  were  tested  to  see  if  they  had  reach- 
ed the  minimum  level  of  proficiency  in  reading  and  mathematics 
required  for  success  in  the  fourth  grade. 

Seventy-eight  percent  of  the  third  grade  students  who  were 
tested  passed  the  reading  test  and  seventy-five  percent  passed 
the  math  test.   Students  who  have  not  passed  will  be  given  another 
opportunity  to  take  the  examinations  again  in  May. 

During  February  and  March  parent-teacher  conferences  will 
be  held  for  all  students  who  have  not  passed  one  or  both  of  the 
tests.   At  that  time  a  parent  guide  especially  designed  for 
parents  to  help  their  children  with  reading  and  math  will  be 
given  to  the  parent.   The  guides  are  available  at  the  schools 
for  any  parent  requesting  them. 

Workshops  and  inservice  sessions  for  third  grade  minimum 
standards  remediation  have  been  set  up  and  are  ongoing.   Workshops 
were  set  up  in  February  for  principals,  reading  resource  teachers 
and  ESEA  staff. 
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In  March  workshops  are  being  planned  for  the  San  Francisco 
School  Volunteers  and  parents  of  students  who  want  additional 
hel  p. 

A  series  of  four  teacher  workshops  emphasizing  remediation 
activities  for  third  grade  teachers  is  being  planned  for  each 
area  in  March  and  April.

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THIRD  GRADE  PROMOTIONAL  TEST  RESULTS  FOR  EACH  SCHOOL  RELEASED 
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The  Third  Grade  Minimum  Standards  Tests  were  administered  to  approximately 
4,400  District  third  grade  students  in  November  and  December,  1977,  with  78%  of  the 
students  who  were  tested  passing  the  reading  test  and  75%  passing  the  math  test. 

The  purpose  of  the  test  was  to  identify  early  in  the  semester  those  students 

who  need  additional  help.  All  third  graders  were  tested  to  see  if  they  had  reached 

the  minimum  level  of  proficiency  required  for  success  in  fourth  grade.  Students 

who  did  not  pass  will  be  given  another  opportunity  to  take  the  examinations  again 

in  May. 

Those  students  who  did  not  pass  are  working  at  school  on  individualized  skill 

building  exercises.  Study  guides  especially  designed  for  parents  to  help  their 

children  with  reading  and  math  are  now  being  made  available  at  special  parent/ 

teacher  conferences  to  be  held  in  February  and  March. 

The  District  expects  that  approximately  95%  of  the  children  will  be  able  to 
master  those  basic  skills  necessary  to  successfully  pass  the  test  by  the  end  of 
the  semester.  For  the  remaining  5%,  or  approximately  200  students,  summer  school 
attendance  will  be  recommended  to  parents  at  the  school  conferences. 

Many  variables,  such  as  placement  of  special  programs,  for  example,  the 
academically  gifted  and  programs  for  the  educationally  disadvantaged,  enter  into 
the  composite  score  for  a  school.  Scores  vary  from  school  to  school. 

Minimum  standards  tests  are  not  appropriate  for  evaluating  or  ranking  scho^s 
as  a  whole.  They  do  not  measure  the  full  range  of  knowledge/skills  of  the  averab^ 
and  above-average  students  in  a  school.  The  tests  assist  in  identifying  these 
students  needing  additional  help  with  the  basic  skills. 

A  student  cannot  score  better  than  100%  on  the  test  even  if  he/she  is 

achieving  far  above  the  level  of  the  test.  This  is  called  the  "ceiling  effect"  in 

statistics.  In  minimum  standards  tests,  there  is  a  low  ceiling.

SFUSD  FIRST  PROJECTION  ON  REVENUES  AND  EXPENDITURES, 
ALL  FUNDS,  FOR  FISCAL  YEAR  1979  RELEASED 

The  preliminary  budget  estimate  for  the  FY  1979  was  presented  to  the  Board 
of  Education  by  SFUSD' s  Business  Manager,  J.  Anton  Jungherr. 

This  budget  shows  a  decrease  of  revenue  of  nearly  $6  million  which  is  a  direct 
result  of  declining  enrollment  and  mandated  reductions  in  State  aid  as  contained 
in  the  new  State  school  finance  law,  AB  65.  The  general  fund  will,  therefore,  show 
a  shortfall  of  $8.9  million  for  FY  1979.  Mr.  Jungherr  stated  "the  staff  and  Board 
will  have  to  reassess  their  priorities  in  order  to  bring  our  expenditures  in  line  with 
our  revenues." 

Superintendent  Robert  F.  Alioto  stated,  "as  we  predicted,  unhappily,  our  tax  rate 
will  be  increased  as  a  result  of  the  mandate  by  the  new  school  finance  law  to  meet  the 
Serrano  provisions.  The  irony  is  that  San  Francisco  taxpayers  will  be  required  to  send 
their  tax  funds  to  other  school  districts  while  we  will  have  to  reduce  expenditures  for 
San  Francisco  school  children.  It  is  unfortunate  that  with  the  Board's  major  effort  to 
reform  education  in  San  Francisco  while  economizing,  that  the  children  of  San  Francisco 
will  not  receive  the  full  benefits  of  this  effort." 

"The  projected  deficit  is  in  line  with  the  Riles  Commission  report  of  the  San 
Francisco  public  schools  and  our  own  study  which  has  demonstrated  an  increasing  gap 
between  revenue  and  expenditures  in  the  years  1979  and  1980." 

The  impact  of  the  passage  of  the  Jarvis  Initiative  has  not  been  computed  as 
part  of  this  budget  proposal.   If  the  Jarvis  Initiative  is  approved  by  the  voters,  this 
would  mean  an  additional  reduction  in  revenues  of  approximately  $80  million." 

The  projected  total  school  tax  rate  is  $3.54  and  compares  with  previous  years 
as  follows:

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SCHOOLS  SUPERINTENDENT  ANNOUNCES 
BUDGET  RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  1978-79

Schools  Superintendent  Dr.  Robert  F.  Alioto  today 
released  his  recommendations  for  budget  reductions  in  the 
school  district's  1978-79  budget. 

The  school  district  lost  $27  million,  or  16%,  with  the 
passage  of  Proposition  13.   The  Superintendent,  pledging 
to  make  cuts  farthest  from  the  classroom,  recommended  a 
50%  reduction  of  Central  Office  administrators,  the  closing 
of  11  additional  schools,  salary  freezes,  and  an  absolute 
restriction  on  hiring  in  any  classification,  including 
day-to-day  substitutes. 

Dr.  Alioto  stated,  "It's  a  bitter  irony  that  the 
only  city  in  this  state  that  rejected  Proposition  13  would 
suffer  the  most  through  its  implementation." 

"Although  no  permanent  employees  will  be  terminated," 
said  Dr.  Alioto,  "in  order  to  balance  the  budget,  we  will 
be  eliminating  a  total  of  938  jobs." 

Superintendent  Alioto  characterized  these  cuts  as 
severe  and  indicated  that  only  with  the  cooperation  and 
support  of  the  staff  and  community  would  there  be  a 
minimal  negative  impact  on  students.

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SUPERINTENDENT  RELEASES  FINAL 
RECOMMENDED  BUDGET 

Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr.  Robert  F.  Alioto,  today  released 
the  final  recommended  budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1979.  He  stated,  "This  is  with- 
out question  the  tightest  budget  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Education  in  the 
history  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools."  The  basic  budget  proposes  an 
expenditure  level  of  $167.4  million.  The  schools'  budget  has  been  reduced 
$  23  million  as  a  result  of  Proposition  13. 

Dr.  Alioto  announced  that  ten  schools  are  recommended  for  closure: 
1.  Andrew  Jackson,  2.  Diamond  Heights,  3.  Golden  Gate  Annex,  4.  Mark  Twain, 
5.  Marshall  Annex,  6.  San  Miguel,  7.  Sunset  Staging,  8.  Sutro  Annex,  9  Visita- 
cion  Valley  Annex,  10.  Winfield  Scott. 

In  addition,  the  budget  has  eliminated  the  positions  of  546  certificated 
personnel  who  were  limited  contract  teachers  and  long-term  substitutes,  and  also 
314  classified  employees.  Dr.  Alioto's  plan  calls  for  a  reduction  of  50%  of 
the  Central  Office  administrative  staff  including  placing  school  Business  Manager, 
J.  Anton  Jungherr,  on  a  half-time  basis. 

"Although  this  is  an  austerity  budget,"  said  Dr.  Alioto,  "the  public 
may  be  reassured  that  the  basic  Instructional  Program  will  be  unimpaired  as  the 
cuts  which  were  made  were  furthest  from  the  classroom." 

The  Superintendent  will  present  the  Budget  to  the  Board  on  Tuesday, 
August  1 ,  at  4  p.m.  Public  comment  has  been  scheduled  beginning  Tuesday,  August  1, 
7  p.m.,  and  will  continue  Thursday,  August  3,  at  7  p.m.  and  Tuesday,  August  8, 
at  7  p.m. 

The  final  adoption  of  the  budget  is  scheduled  for  August  10,  1978.

Parents  of  kindergarten-age  children  are  reminded  that  in  order  to  be  eligible 
to  attend  school  this  fall,  children  must  have  been  born  on  or  before  December  2, 
1973,  making  them  at  least  four  years  and  nine  months  old.  Proof  of  birth  in  the 
form  of  a  birth  certificate,  hospital  record,  baptismal  certificate,  passport  or 
the  like,  as  well  as  an  immigration  certificate,  where  applicable,  is  required. 

Proof  of  immunization  against  Poliomyelitis,  measles  (Rubeola)  and  Diptheria- 
Pertussis-Tetanus  (D.P.T.)  and  Tuberculosis  is  required. 

Food  services,  including  breakfast  and  lunch,  will  be  available  to  all 
students  in  all  schools  on  opening  day  and  each  day  thereafter.

Children  from  families  whose  income  is  at  or  below  the  levels  shown  are  eligible  for  free 
meals  or  reduced  price  meals.   In  addition,  families  not  meeting  these  criteria  but  with 
other  unusual  expenses  due  to  unusually  high  medical  expenses,  shelter  costs  in  excess  of 
30  percent  of  income,  special  education  expenses  due  to  the  mental  or  physical  condition 
of  a  child,  and  disaster  or  casualty  losses  are  urged  to  apply. 


Application  forms  are  being  sent  to  all  homes  in  a  letter  to  parents.   Additional  copies 
are  available  at  the  principal's  office  in  each  school.   The  information  provided  on  the 
application  is  confidential  and  will  be  used  only  for  the  purpose  of  determining  eligibility 
To  discourage  the  possibility  of  misrepresentation,  all  application  forms  will  state  that 
school  officials  may,  for  cause,  verify  that  the  furnished  information  is  true  and  correct, 
and  that  deliberate  misrepresentation  may  subject  the  applicant  to  prosecution  under  state 
and  federal  criminal  statutes.   Applications  may  be  submitted  at  any  time  during  the  year. 

In  certain  cases  foster  children  are  also  eligible  for  these  benefits.   If  a  family  has 
foster  children  living  with  them  and  wishes  to  apply  for  such  meals  and  milk  for  them, 
the  family  should  contact  the  school. 

School  Principals  will  review  applications  and  determine  eligibility.   If  parents  are  dis- 
satisfied with  the  ruling  of  the  official,  they  may  wish  to  discuss  the  decision  with  the 
determining  official  on  an  informal  basis.   If  they  wish  to  make  a  formal  appeal,  they  may 
make  a  request  either  orally  or  in  writing  to  Junius  Camp,  Supervisor,  Office  of  Human 
Relations,  135  Van  Ness  Avenue,  Room  104,  San  Francisco,  California  94102,  (415)  565-9510 
for  a  hearing  to  appeal  the  decision.   The  School  District  policy  contains  an  outline  of 
the  hearing  procedure. 

If  a  family  member  becomes  unemployed  or  if  family  size  changes,  the  family  should  contact 
the  school  to  file  a  new  application.   Such  changes  may  make  the  children  of  the  family 
eligible  for  reduced  price  meals  or  for  additional  benefits  such  as  free  meals  and  milk 
if  the  family  income  falls  at  or  below  the  levels  shown  above. 

In  the  operation  of  child  feeding  programs,  no  child  will  be  discriminated  against  because 
of  race,  sex,  color,  or  national  origin. 

Each  school  and  the  office  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  has  a  copy  of  the 
complete  policy  which  may  be  reviewed  by  any  interested  party.

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ROOSEVELT  MIDDLE  SCHOOL 
RETURNS  TO  HOME  SITE 

Students  and  staff  of  Roosevelt  Middle  School  (formerly 
Roosevelt  Junior  High  School)  will  return  to  the  school's  newly  renovated 
site  at  460  Arguello  Boulevard  when  school  opens  on  Wednesday,  September  6th. 

The  student  body  has  been  housed  at  Presidio  Junior  High  for 
two  years  while  their  original  48  year-old  building  was  undergoing  extensive 
reconstruction  to  meet  the  earthquake  safety  standards  mandated  by  the 
California  State  Legislature. 

Yui 11 -Thornton  and  Levikow  of  San  Francisco  were  the  architects, 
and  Biltwell  Development  Co.  and  Carl  J.  Smith  &  Associates,  the  contractors 
for  the  $3.5  million  project. 

The  Roosevelt  Middle  School  building,  an  example  of  exceptionally 
beautiful  masonry,  has  retained  this  priceless  masonry  due  to  the  efforts 
of  the  school  district  to  select  architects  of  experience  and  sensitivity. 
Yui 11 -Thornton  and  Levikow  were  able  to  employ  architectural  skills  and 
techniques  to  keep  the  "best  example  of  early  constructivist  brick  work" 
and  yet  make  the  building  earthquake  resistant. 

Steve  Huahn,  Assistant  Director,  Facilities  Planning,  said  "The 
school  district  took  pains  to  preserve  the  architectural  heritage  of 
Roosevelt  and  we  are  especially  proud  that  the  building  has  received  several 
architectural  awards."

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SCHOOLS  OPEN  - 
DRIVE  CAREFULLY 
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As  San  Francisco's  schools  open  on  September  6,  1978,  many  young  children 
will  be  walking  or  riding  buses  to  and  from  their  classrooms.  Students,  parents, 
school  personnel  and  the  public  are  asked  to  drive  cautiously.

Be  alert  for  safety  patrols  and  crossing  guards.  Their  signals  and 
directions  legally  must  be  obeyed. 

The  school  advance  warning  sign  and  the  school-crossing  sign  are  to  alert 
the  motorists.

Superintendent,  Dr.  Robert  F.  Alioto,  announces  the  school  district 
has  received  a  direct  grant  award  of  $453,475  for  ESAA  University/Business 
Cooperation  Project  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare. 

The  program,  a  cooperative  project  with  the  University  of  San  Francisco 
Schools  of  Business  and  Education,  is  targeted  for  five  schools  in  the  Bayview/ 
Hunters  Point  Area.  They  are  George  Washington  Carver,  Dr.  Charles  R.  Drew 
and  Sir  Francis  Drake  elementary  schools,  Pelton  Middle  School  and  Woodrow 
Wilson  High  School . 

The  award  is  the  result  of  the  district's  efforts,  begun  in  March,  1978 
under  the  Educational  Redesign,  to  improve  educational  programs  and  integration 
in  the  schools  in  Bayview/Hunters  Point,  thereby  renewing  parent  and  student 
confidence  in  these  schools. 

The  grant  will  enable  the  district  to  implement  a  computer-assisted  data 
feedback  system.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  PROPOSAL  FOR 
LEASING/RENTAL  OF  UNUSED  FACILITIES 

Dr.  Robert  F.  Alioto,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  announced  today  he 
is  recommending  to  the  Board  of  Education  the  lease/rental  of  office  space 
and  closed  school  buildings  to  various  city  agencies  and  University  of 
California.  These  are: 

1.  Lease  of  170  Fell  Street  (building  adjacent  to  the  District's  central 
administration  building  at  135  Van  Ness  Avenue)  to  city  agencies 
beginning  with  three  rooms  to  Delinquency  Prevention  Commission  and 
the  Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women.  The  anticipated  return  for  a 
full  year's  lease  is, $120,000  for  1979-80  for  the  entire  building, 
and  an  immediate  return  of  $7,200  during  the  current  fiscal  year. 

2.  Lease  of  Fremont  School  building  to  the  San  Francisco  Police  Depart- 
ment. The  anticipated  revenue  is  $104,400  for  1979-80,  and  a  return 
of  $52,500  during  the  current  fiscal  year  at  the  rate  of  $8,700  per 
month. 

3.  Lease  of  San  Miguel  School  cafeteria  to  San  Francisco  Head  Start  to 
provide  food  service  programs  for  800  families.  The  District  will 
receive  $8,520  in  1979-80  with  a  return  of  $5,680  during  the  present 
school  year  at  the  rate  of  $710  per  month- 

4.  Lease  of  portion  of  Laguna  Honda  building  to  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, San  Francisco  campus,  for  a  one  year  period.  The  full  year's 
income  to  the  District  will  be  $9,800.

Public  hearing  and  action  on  the  Superintendent's  recommendation  is 
scheduled  for  the  Board  of  Education  meeting  on  Tuesday,  October  24,  1978 
at  7  p.m. 

"San  Francisco  School  District  is  unique  in  the  State  with  the  severe 
loss  of  15%  of  its  budget  due  to  Proposition  13,"  Dr.  Alioto  said.  "This 
forced  this  District  to  close  9  additional  schools,  consolidate  Children's 
Centers,  cut  back  50%  of  central  office  administrative  staff,  terminate  some 
860  non-permanent  certificated  and  classified  staff  and  eliminate  day-to-day 
substitutes." 

"The  District  is  committed  to  seek  additional  revenues.  We  will  be 
exploring  rental/leasing  of  additional  vacant  facilities  to  other  government 
agencies,  such  as  the  parking  authority,  as  well  as  examining  new  and  non- 
traditional  uses  of  school  buildings.  These  could  include  conversion  of 
buildings  for  housing  for  the  elderly  and  use  of  air  rights  for  commercial  and 
non-commercial  purposes." 

"The  Educational  Redesign,  instituted  this  school  year,  projected 
savings  such  as  the  elimination  by  the  District  of  all  outside  rentals  at  a 
cost  savings  to  taxpayers  of  $236,000,  and  an  increase  in  the  anticipated 
rental/leasing  of  unused  facilities.  We  are  not  only  on  target  with  these 
projections,  but  we  expect  to  realize  an  income  of  $731,960  this  year,  or 
$158,000  above  the  amount  budgeted.  The  1979-80  year  has  the  potential  of 
$1,261,920  coming  to  the  School  District  with  this  vigorous  pursual  by  the 
District's  Property  Management  Office  of  rentals  and  leasing."

SFUSD  FIRST  QUARTER  BUDGET 
REVIEW  FOR  1978-79  RELEASED 

The  school  district's  first  quarter  Budget  Review  has  been  released. 
The  report,  designed  to  provide  accurate  and  timely  fiscal  information, 
indicates  a  possible  deficit  by  June  30,  1979. 

Two  estimates  reflect  what  can  be  projected  as  the  best  status  and 
the  worst  status  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  best  status  estimates 
a  possible  deficit  of  $2, 164, 000, with  the  worst  status  estimating  a  possible 
deficit  of  $5,572,000. 

The  Superintendent,  Dr.  Robert  Alioto,  is  recommending  that  the 
district  continue  its  efforts  to  have  the  State  Legislature  authorize  release 
of  the  $3.4  million  Central  Nutrition  Complex  reserve.  This  amount  would 
cover  the  deficit  projected  in  the  best  estimate  and  would  also  provide  addi- 
tional contingency  funds. 

The  Superintendent  also  said,  "If  the  district  is  unsuccessful  in  this 
attempt,  expenditures  will  have  to  be  more  severely  curtailed  during  the  last 
half  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  projected  deficits  are  in  line  with  the  district's 
fiscal  studies  and  with  the  San  Francisco  Public  School  Commission  (Riles 
Commission)  which  forecast  an  increasing  gap  between  revenues  and  expenditures 
in  the  years  1979  and  1980.  The  passage  of  Proposition  13  fulfilled  these 
gloomy  predictions.  This  year  the  district  suffered  a  15%  loss  in  its  revenues 
due  to  the  passage  of  the  Jarvis/Gann  Initiative."

SFUSD  TEST  SCORES  CONTINUE 
TO  SHOW  IMPROVEMENT 

San  Francisco  public  schools  test  scores  improved  in  all  grades  and 
in  all  skill  areas,  according  to  the  1977-78  report  of  the  State-mandated, 
State-operated  California  Assessment  Program  (CAP). 

The  greatest  gains  were: 

I  Grade  6  written  expression  and  spelling 

9  Grade  12  written  expression 

As  part  of  the  State  testing  program,  all  grade  2  and  grade  3  students 
were  tested  in  reading  achievement;  all  students  in  grades  6  and  12  were 
tested  in  basic  skills  of  reading,  written  expression,  spelling  and  mathematics. 

When  compared  to  districts  with  similar  background  characteristics, 
the  SFUSD  students  scored  better  in: 

I  Grades  2  and  3  reading 

I  Grade  6  spelling 

I  Grade  12  written  expression,  spelling  and  mathematics 
The  San  Francisco  students  scored  better  in  6>  of  the  1_0  categories.  They  scored 
as  well  as  their  comparison  group  in  grade  6  written  expression  and  mathematics 
and  grade  12  reading  while  scoring  below  only  in  grade  6  reading  by  2  percentage 
points. 

Dr.  Alioto,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  stated,  "The  three  consecutive 
years  of  gradual"  improvement  of  our  students  performance  reflects  the  professional 


commitment  of  our  teachers  and  staff  to  the  instructional  priorities  of  reading 
and  basic  skills.  This  report  of  improved  test  scores  demonstrates  we  are 
meeting  the  Board's  responsibility  to  our  students." 
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IN  HONOR  OF  O.J.  SIMPSON 

A  special  San  Francisco  high  school  sports  award  in  honor  of  O.J. 
Simpson  has  been  established  by  the  Hertz  Corporation  and  accepted  by 
the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education. 

The  "Hertz  -  O.J.  Simpson  Community  Award  for  Achievement  in  Sports' 
will  be  granted  to  the  SFUSD's  high  school  Football  and  Track  and  Field 
team  champions  for  the  current  year.

J.  Evans,  Division  Vice  President,  Western  Operations,  who  said,  "We  are 
pleased  to  recognize  outstanding  high  school  athletic  performances  in 
his  honor." 


The  Football  award  will  be  made  at  the  Thanksgiving  Day  Championship 
Game  at  Kezar  Stadium,  November  23,  1978,  beginning  at  11:00  a.m.  Galileo 
High  School,  O.J.  Simpson's  alma  mater,  is  a  contender  for  the  football  crown, 
playing  against  Lincoln  High  School.

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SFUSD  FIRST  PROJECTION  RELEASED  ON 
REVENUES  AND  EXPENDITURES  -  1979-80 

The  school  district's  first  projection  on  revenues  and  expenditures 
for  1979-80  has  been  released. 

"The  gloomy  predictions  following  the  passage  of  Proposition  13  are 
apparently  being  realized,"  said  Dr.  Robert  Alioto,  Superintendent.  "The 
projection  shows  that  the  Fiscal  Year  1979-80  general  fund  revenues  will  be 
$13  million  less  than  this  year." 

"Combined  with  this  decrease  in  revenues  is  a  projected  increase  in 
expenditures  of  $7.1  million  which  would  put  the  district  into  a  $20.4  million 
deficit  for  1979-80,"  Dr.  Alioto  continued. 

Fall  to  fall  student  enrollment  is  projected  to  decline  from  the 
current  year  enrollment  of  61,734  to  58,878  for  1979-80,  a  decline  of 
2,856  students. 

The  district's  projection  for  the  increase  in  expenditures  is 

attributed  to  employee  benefit  increases,  utilities,  insurance  rates  increase 
and  transportation  costs. 

The  Superintendent  and  the  Board  of  Education  will  be  discussing  publicly 
this  financial  crisis,  along  with  the  possible  options  and  alternatives  legally 
open  to  the  school  district.  The  first  in  this  series  of  meetings  will  be  when 
the  Board  meets  as  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  Tuesday,  December  12,  at  4  p.m. 

The  district  expects  to  actively  lobby  in  Sacramento  for  equity  and 
distribution  of  funds  which  would  be  sensitive  to  the  San  Francisco  school 
district's  special  needs.

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STUDENTS  LEARN  AT  CAMP 

IN  OUTDOOR  EDUCATION  PROGRAM 

If  you  were  a  fourth  or  a  fifth  grader  at  Grattan  School  in  San  Francisco  you 
would  be  going  to  camp  instead  of  to  your  classroom  for  four  days,  May  22  through  25. 

During  this  time  these  students  will  be  without  television,  gum,  candy,  radios, 
comic  books  and  money.   Instead,  there  will  be  plants  and  animals  to  study  at  close 
hand  (science  and  conservation);  things  to  discover,  compare,  estimate,  measure,  as 
well  as  compass  reading  (mathematics);  sketching,  water  color  painting  and  creative 
writing  (creative  arts);  archery,  boating,  swimming  and  hiking  (physical  education). 

The  Outdoor  School,  named  "Camp  Paradise"  by  the  children,  is  held  at  Camp 
Royaneh  Boy  Scout  Camp  northwest  of  Santa  Rosa  between  Monte  Rio  and  Cazadero  on 
345  acres  of  coastal  redwood  land. 

An  estimated  100  children  will  participate  this  year.  During  the  semester  they 
have  been  planning  for  this  event  both  with  their  teachers  and  with  personnel  from  the 
Josephine  Randall  Junior  Museum,  San  Francisco  Boy's  Club  and  the  Strybing  Arboretum. 

A  second  event,  an  offshoot  of  the  outdoor  classroom,  is  a  similar  program  now 
offered  at  Fort  Funston,  here  in  the  city.  On  May  22nd,  Grattan  School's  first 
graders  will  go  with  Ms.  Susan  Ng  for  an  overnight  adventure,  and  for  some,  this  may 
be  their  first  night  away  from  home. 

Elmer  Eckhart,  who  teaches  fourth  and  fifth  grades  at  Grattan,  is  the  camp 
director.  He  has  organized  a  well-trained  staff  which  includes  teachers,  resource 
personnel,  and  high  school  and  college  students.  The  program  is  based  on  the 


principle,  that  learning  is  fun  and  even  more  so  when  you  share  your 
experiences  with  others.  The  student  finds  that  the  success  of  this 
educational  experiment  depends  on  everyone's  active  participation. 

Teachers  such  as  Joan  Desmond,  John  Roberts,  Marge  Bachert, 
Rosina  Bolden,  Dick  Epstein,  Olivia  Fisher,  Carol  Myers,  and  para- 
professionals  Ella  Hackett  and  Billie  Reiss  have  given  freely  both 
of  their  time  and  their  energies  to  this  project.  "Without  that  kind 
of  assistance  a  program  like  this  would  never  work,"  said  Mr.  Eckart. 
The  children  help  pay  for  the  trip  with  funds  from  weekly  cup  cake 
and  candy  sales  and  this  year  a  rummage  sale  will  be  held  by  the  parents, 

Mr.  Eckart  has  written  a  paper  on  outdoor  education,  based  on 
studies  at  San  Francisco  State  University  and  on  first-hand  experiences 
both  in  Marin  County  and  Sonoma  school  districts,  and  at  Grattan  School.

Administrative  Law  Judge  Stewart  Judson  released  his 
decision  regarding  the  teacher  layoff  proposal  to  the 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Education. 

Contained  in  that  decision  is  a  recommendation  that 
the  Board  of  Education  may  proceed  with  the  layoffs  of 
1,197  certificated  staff.   The  District  had  sought  to 
eliminate  1,223  positions. 

The  major  change  by  Mr.  Judson  was  in  the  area  of 
the  Kindergarten  teachers  and  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
State  law  prohibits  those  teachers  from  teaching  two 
sessions  the  District  could  not  take  credit  for  the 
approximately  25  staff  members  in  that  area. 

Dr.  Alioto,  in  releasing  the  decision,  stated 
"this  was  a  necessary,  but  Pyrrhic  victory.   Ultimately 
the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  proceed  with 
these  layoffs  will  depend  on  the  leadership  of  the  San 
Francisco  legislative  delegation  headed  by  Speaker  Leo 
McCarthy."

Monday,  September  24,  1979,  the  Board  of  Education,  with  five  members 
present,  continued  to  negotiate  with  the  American  Federation  of  Teachers  Union 
into  the  early  hours  of  this  morning.    Mayor  Dianne  Feins tein  and  State 
Mediator  Tom  McCarthy  presented  to  the  Union  several  different  proposals  pre- 
pared and  offered  by  the  School  District  in  an  attempt  to  resolve  the  impasse 
between  the  parties.    Each  proposal  utilized  the  approximately  $3.8  million 
which  the  District's  financial  officer  has  said  was  available,  which  amount 
was  confirmed  by  Harvey  Rose,  the  Union's  auditor. 

One  proposal  included  a  phased-in  12%  salary  increase  over  two  years 
and  the  re-employment  of  approximately  700  teachers. 

The  second  proposal  was  to  rehire  more  than  those  700  teachers,  to 
maintain  all  fringe  benefits  including  the  longevity  increments  with  a  6% 
salary  increase  next  year,  but  no  salary  increase  this  year. 

Even  as  the  Mayor  and  Mediator  McCarthy  were  presenting  the  details  of 
the  Board  of  Education's  alternate  proposal  at  the  bargaining  table,  the 
Teachers  Union's  Vice-President  was  appearing  on  local  television  attacking 
the  Board's  latest  offer. 

After  countless  hours  and  days  of  negotiating,  the  Union  has  not  moved 
from  its  unrealistic  demands  of  full  reinstatement  of  all  laid-off  employees 
and  a  1370  salary  increase. 

The  Board  of  Education  has  made  an  intensive  review  of  the  budget  and 
we  unanimously  remain  convinced  that  we  have  offered  the  Union  the  maximum 
amount  of  funds  available.

The  Budget  and  Finance  Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 

District's  Board  of  Education  will  hear  the  staff's  preliminary  recommendations 
for  program  and  staff  reductions  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1981  Budget  on  Tuesday, 
February  26,  1980,  at  4  p.m.,  and  again  on  March  4,  1980,  at  4  p.m.  Both  meetings 
will  be  held  in  the  Board  meeting  room,  Room  30,  170  Fell  Street. 

The  Committee  has  been  meeting  weekly  to  review  and  discuss  the  first 
projection  of  revenues  and  expenditures  for  1981.  This  first  round  of  projections 
has  forecast  a  decrease  of  $2.5  million  in  revenues  for  the  district  combined 
with  a  net  increase  of  $15.6  million  in  expenditures  adding  up  to  a  projected 
deficit  of  $18.1  million  for  1981.  These  projections  are  tentative  in  view  of 
uncertainties  around  several  major  issues,  such  as  the  lack  of  state  guidelines 
related  to  implementing  Proposition  4  (Gann  Initiative)  and  with  the  possible 
effect  of  the  Income  Tax  Initiative  (Jarvis  II)  which  will  not  be  known  until 
June  1980. 

A  copy  of  the  staff  recommendations  will  be  available  for  the  public  in 
the  Public  Information  Office,  Room  123,  135  Van  Ness  Avenue,  on  Monday, 
February  25,  1980. 

The  Board  of  Education  will  hold  a  Special  Meeting  on  Tuesday,  March  4,  1980 
at  7  p.m.,  in  Room  30,  170  Fell  Street,  to  consider  the  staff's  recommendations. 

The  district  has  the  responsibility  of  preparing  a  tentative  budget  before 
July  1,  1980  although  precise  fiscal  information  is  not  available.  For  example, 
the  amount  of  State  funding  is  not  finalized  prior  to  July  1,  1980.

There  are  other  vital  statutory  deadlines  which  must  be  followed 
by  the  district,  such  as  the  March  15  deadline  for  notifying  teachers  of 
possible  release  from  positions  and  the  May  15  deadline  for  final  notification 
of  termination.

TENTATIVE  BUDGET  RELEASED 

Dr.  Robert  Alioto,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  today  released 
his  recommended  Tentative  Budget  for  fiscal  year  1980-81. 

The  proposed  budget  totals  $191.7  million  compared  to  the 
fiscal  year  1979-80  budget  of  $185.8  million,  or  a  3%  increase. 

"This  budget  reflects  the  cold,  hard  fact  that  our  revenues 
are  not  keeping  pace  with  inflationary  increases.   Just  as  all 
private  citizens  and  government  agencies,  the  school  district 
faces  the  accelerating  pace  of  inflation,  which  currently  is  at 
14.7%,  while  at  the  same  time  public  schools  now  have  severely 
limited  financial  resources  since  the  passage  of  Proposition  13," 
said  Dr.  Alioto. 

"In  this  budget  there  is  the  elimination  of  449  teaching 
positions,  13  administrative  positions  and  195  Civil  Service 
positions,  bringing  the  total  loss  of  personnel  to  1,043  over 
the  past  two  years.   It  is  important  to  note  that  over  the  past 
five  years  there  has  been  a  cumulative  reduction  of  1,872 
certificated  positions.   The  student  enrollment  for  1980-81  is 
anticipated  to  diminish  by  2%  from  last  year's  level,"  stated 
Dr.  Alioto. 

"In   preparing  the  budget,  the  instructional  program, 
including  electives  for  middle  and  senior  high  schools,  has  been 
given  the  highest  priority,"  continued  Dr.  Alioto.   "While

fiscal  pressures  have  resulted  in  a  restriction  of  services, 
we  want  to  emphasize  that  high  schools  will  offer  an  optional 
six  period  day  in  the  Fall,  and  middle  schools  will  offer  an 
elective  program.   If  the  district  receives  an  increase  in 
projected  State  funds,  the  Board  of  Education  is  on  record  to 
restore  additional  electives  in  all  senior  high  and  middle 
schools.    For  example,  the  State  legislative  conference  committee 
is  considering  increasing  State  aid  anywhere  from  $9  to  $35 
per  ADA  (average  daily  attendance)." 

"Therefore,  final  budget  recommendations  will  vary  based  on 
income  and  expenditure  modifications  made  as  a  result  of  pending 
legislation,"  Dr.  Alioto  concluded. 

The  tax  rate  projected  for  1980-81  will  be  .34  per  $100  of 
assessed  valuation.   The  tax  rate  during  1975  was  $4.03  per  $100 
of  assessed  valuation,  or  a  92%  reduction  in  property  taxes. 
The  calendar  for  adoption  of  the  budget  calls  for  public 
meetings  on  July  8,  22  and  August  5.   The  Board  of  Education  is 
scheduled  to  approve  the  final  budget  on  August  12,  1980. 
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HEW   ARTS-BASED  CURRICULUM 
PROJECT  GRANT  RECEIVED 

Superintendent  Robert  F.  Alioto   has  announced  that  the 
school  district  has  received  a  federal  grant  of  $54,839  for  an  art 
project  in  five  elementary  schools. 

The  Arts-Based  Curriculum  Project,  a  cooperative  project  with 
the  Alvarado  Art  Program,  will  be  located  in  Bret  Harte,  Dr.  Charles 
R.  Drew,  Hawthorne,  Spring  Valley  and  Cabrillo  Schools.   They  were 
chosen  because  of  geographic  location  and  ethnic  composition. 

The  project  will  demonstrate  the  value  of  the  professional 
artist  in  the  school, not  only  in  terms  of  transmitting  specific 
skills  and  artistic  appreciation  but  by  illustrating  that  the  arts 
have  a  living,  direct  correlation  to  the  study  of  math,  science, 
social  studies  and  language. 

Artists  with  mult i -cultural  experience  will  provide  students 
with  skills  and  experience  in  puppetry,  creative  writing,  sculpture, 
painting,  instrument  making,  music,  dance  and  theatre.   A  curriculum 
kit  and  in-service  training  program  will  be  developed. 

Plans  have  been  made  to  mainstream  special  education  students 
in  the  project.   Community  art  centers  will  provide  artists  and 
field  trip  sites. 

Dr.  Alio-to  has  advised  that  only  twenty  grants  were  awarded 
nationwide.

Requests 
may  be  filed  through  June  11,  1981  for  all  grade  levels.  Requests  for  enrollment  of 
kindergarten -age  children  at  Alternative  Schools  and  at  other  than  assigned  schools  re- 
quire an  OER.

A  5'  X  7'  mural  portraying  Dr.  Charles  R.  Drew,  the 
Black  physician  whose  research  in  blood  plasma  led  to  the 
development  of  blood  banks,  was  formally  dedicated  by  Jule  C. 
Anderson,  Commissioner  of  the  Board  of  Education.   The  ceremony, 
a  highlight  of  Black  History  Month,  was  held  at  Dr.  Charles  R. 
Drew  Elementary  School,  50  Pomona  Avenue,  on  February  18,  1981. 

Painted  in  gold  and  silver  leaf,  the  mural  is  the  work 
of  Jon  O'Shanna.   It  was  commissioned  originally  in  1948  by 
Wesley  F.  Johnson,  Sr.  ,  a  leader  in  the  Black  business  community. 
Mr.  Johnson's  desire  was  that  residents  of  the  area  and  customers 
of  his  pharmacy  would  be  reminded  of  the  contributions  of  Black 
Americans  each  time  they  entered  the  building.

1.  Initial  application  submission  by  new  students  or  amended  applications 
submitted  due  to  an  income  or  family  size  change  which  could  affect 
eligibility  will  be  reviewed  against  these  new  guidelines.  (Immediate) 

2.  Applications  currently  on  file  are  being  reviewed  against  these  new  guide- 
lines and  any  change  in  eligibility  will  be  furnished  parents  by  school 
principals.  This  written  notification  must  be  provided  at  least  ten  days 
prior  to  the  effective  date  of  any  change  in  benefits  to  the  child.  (Com- 
pletion prior  to  May  8,  1981) 

In  addition  to  dollar  amount  changes,  the  major  change  within  the  application  pro- 
cessing procedure  is  that  the  previously  calculated  deduction  for  unusual  or  hard- 
ship expenses  will  no  longer  be  permitted.  A  standard  deducation  has  been  included 
in  all  the  income  levels.

CASE  DISMISSED 

The  case  brought  against  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  has  been  dismissed  by  the  Superior  Court  at  the  request  of  Daniel 
Binet,  who  initiated  legal  action  to  prevent  the  District  from  reopening 
the  Madison  School  site  at  3950  Sacramento  Street.  Mr.  Binet's  decision 
to  withdraw  the  case  allows  the  District  to  proceed  to  prepare  for  the 
September  opening  of  this  site  without  threat  of  a  court  action. 

Superintendent  Robert  F.  Alioto  said,  "I  regret  that  we  have 
lost  time,  but  am  delighted  that  the  threat  of  an  injunction  has  been 
permanently  removed  and  we  can  now  work  with  the  community  to  institute  an 
educational  program  at  the  Madison  site." 

The  school  will  offer  traditional  elementary  education  programs 
that  will  promote  the  concepts  of  scholarship,  respect,  personal  responsibility, 
citizenship  and  self-discipline.  Enrollment  is  open  to  all  pre-Kindergarten 
through  Grade  5  students  in  San  Francisco.  This  school  will  adhere  to  the 
Educational  Redesign  policy  that  every  alternative  school  shall  positively 
promote  racial/ethnic  integration  in  the  school  and  throughout  the  District.

SCHOOL  DISTRICT  AGREES  RELUCTANTLY  TO 
MEDIATION  OVER  TEACHER  CONTRACT  DIFFERENCES 

The  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District's  negotiator,  Keith  Breon, announced  today 
that  the  district  has  agreed  reluctantly  to  accept  San  Francisco  Classroom  Teacher's 
demand  to  bring  in  the  assistance  of  a  State  mediator  to  help  resolve  contract  differences 
regarding  wages,  class  sizes,  and  other  working  conditions. 

The  SFCTA  negotiating  team  walked  out  in  the  middle  of  the  School  District's  presen- 
tation of  several  counter  proposals. 

The  School  District  representatives  informed  SFCTA  that  it  was  prepared  to  continue 
to  negotiate.  The  Board  of  Education  adopted  a  balanced  budget  based  on  no  lay-offs,  no 
program  cuts,  opening  of  3  new  schools;  a  budget  offering  stability  for  the  first  time 
in  several  years. 

The  District  had  placed  on  the  table  $2.1  million  dollars  known  to  be  available  at 
this  time,  and  it  had  invited  SFCTA' s  input  and  discussion  regarding  the  Board  adopted 
class  sizes. 

Because  SFCTA  refused  to  negotiate,  the  District  is  reluctantly  willing  to  accept 
SFCTA1 s  demand  to  bring  a  mediator  to  facilitate  agreement.  Also  this  week,  the  School 
District  had  agreed  with  SFCTA' s  proposal  that  school  open  on  Thursday,  September  10, 
the  day  after  Admissions  Day;  that  all  traditional  holidays  be  honored  and  that  the  one 
outstanding  issue  as  to  whether  teachers  are  provided  a  day  off  for  semester  break  be 
resolved  at  a  later  time. 

The  District  is  anxious  to  reach  agreement  with  its  teachers  before  school  opens 
and  if  SFCTA  is  adamant  that  a  mediator  is  necessary  to  accomplish  this  mutual  goal,  the 
District  remains  available  to  begin  this  mediation  process  as  soon  as  possible. 

Even  though  SFCTA  has  declared  an  impasse,  Mr.  Breon  said  the  District  is  confident 
that  issues  can  be  resolved  and  that  school  will  open  on  September  10.

Many  young 
children  will  be  walking  or  riding  buses  to  and  from  their  schools  on  new  or  un- 
familiar routes.  The  signals  given  by  safety  patrols  and  Crossing  Guards  legally 
must  be  obeyed. 

Drivers  are  reminded  that  when  a  school  bus  is  stopped  on  either  side  of  the 
street  with  flashing  red  lights,  automobiles  must  come  to  a  complete  stop.  Children 
will  be  crossing  the  street  to  or  from  the  school  bus. 

The  speed  limit  when  passing  school  grounds  while  children  are  outside  or  while 
children  are  crossing  a  street  to  or  from  school  is  25  m.p.h.  even  though  the  road 
is  posted  for  a  higher  speed.

An  additional  statement  is  added  to  warn  that  the  application  is  being  made 
in  connection  with  the  receipt  of  Federal  funds,  that  school  officials  may,  for  cause, 
verify  the  information  in  the  application,  and  that  deliberate  misrepresentation  of 
information  may  subject  the  applicant  to  prosecution  under  applicable  State  and  criminal 
statutes.   Applications  may  be  submitted  at  any  time  during  tho  year. 

Under  the  provisions  of  District  policy,  School  Principals  will,  review  applications  and 
determine  eligibility.   If  parents  are  dissatisfied  with  the  ruling  of  the  official,  they 
may  wish  to  make  a  formal  appeal  in  writing  to  Albert  Cheng,  Affirmative  Action  Officer, 
135  Van  Ness  Avenue,  San  Francisco,  California  94102.   This  policy  contains  an  outline 
of  the  hearing  procedure. 

If  a  family  member  becomes  unemployed  or  if  family  size  changes;,  the  family  should  contact 

the  school  to  file  a  new  application.   Such  changes  may  make  the  children  of  the  family 

eligible  for  reduced  price  or  free  meals  if  the  family  income  falls  at  or  below  the  levels 
shown  above. 

In  the  operation  of  school  nutrition  programs,  no  child  will  b€:  discriminated  against 
because  of  race,  sex,  color,  or  national  origin.

The  three  Complex  schools  enjoy  the  support  of  such  agencies  as  the 
local  merchants  association,  the  City's  redevelopment  agency,  the  new  housing 
developers  in  the  area,  and  various  other  community  agencies  as  well  as  San 
Francisco  State  University,  the  University  of  California  at  San  Francisco,  and 
the  Lawrence  Hall  of  Science  in  Berkeley.  They  also  receive  corporate  support 
from  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  Pacific  Telephone.  Both  companies 
provide  tutorial  staff  for  the  schoois. 

Much  of  what  has  been  accomplished  in  the  Complex  schools  was  made 
possible  by  a  substantial  grant  from  the  San  Francisco  Foundation  during  the 
last  three  and  one  half  years.  Foundation  funding  terminated  last  June  but  the 
District  has  continued  the  programs  initiated  through  the  grant. 
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The  new  Bayview-Hunters  Point  community  development  of  both  market 
rate  and  co-op  housing  further  enhances  the  environment  of  the  Complex  schools. 
The  academic  programs  offered  by  the  schools,  including  a  gifted  program,  provide 
a  variety  of  options  for  kindergarten  through  fifth  grade  students.  One  of  the 
fifth  graders  won  a  one  thousand  dollar  award  last  spring  in  a  state-wide  oratorical 
contest.  While  there  is  no  District  busing  in  the  Complex  schools,  the  non-Black 
population  is  increasing.  Because  they  are  alternative  schools,  students  from 
throughout  the  City  are  permitted  to  attend  any  of  the  three  magnet  schools.

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SAN  FRANCISCO  SAT  SCORES 
CONTINUE  TO  CLIMB 

The  scores  of  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  given  nationally  to  high  school 

seniors  indicates  San  Francisco  public  schools  have  made  substantial  improvement 
over  last  year's  achievements.  For  example,  math  scores  in  San  Francisco  and  in 
California  are  both  in  advance  of  the  national  averages. 

Dr.  Robert  Alioto,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  states,  "I  am  delighted  to 
report  that  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District's  scores  continue  to  climb. 
San  Francisco's  scores  jumped  fourteen  points  from  370  to  384  in  the  verbal  test 
between  1980-81  and  1981-82.  In  the  math  test  our  students  went  from  474  to  475, 
an  increase  of  one  point.  We  continue  to  be  encouraged  by  the  progress  being 
made  in  both  of  these  tests."

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PUBLIC  SCHOOL  KINDERGARTEN  REGISTRATION  FEB   1  1983 

SCHEDULED  FOR  MARCH  1  THROUGH  JUNE  16,  1983. 

Parents  of  children  who  will  attend  San  Francisco  public  school  kindergarten  or  first 
grade  for  the  first  time  in  September  of  1983  may  register  their  children  during  the 
weeks  of  March  1  through  June  16,  1983.  School  district  officials  urge  parents  to  enroll 
their  children  during  these  weeks  as  personnel  will  be  available  at  each  elementary  school 
for  this  purpose. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  to  attend  school  during  the  next  school  year,  kindergarten 
children  must  have  been  born  on  or  before  December  2,  1978,  thereby  making  them  at  least 
four  years  and  nine  months  of  age  as  of  September  1983.  First  grade  children  must  have 
been  born  on  or  before  December  2,  1977  (5  years  9  months).  Proof  of  birth  in  the  form 
of  a  birth  certificate,  hospital  record,  or  baptismal  certificate  is  required.  Where 
none  of  these  is  available,  an  affidavit  of  the  child's  date  and  place  of  birth  by  the 
parent  or  guardian  of  the  child  may  be  accepted. 

Proof  of  immunization  against  Poliomyelitis,  Measles  (Rubeola),  Diptheria-Pertussis- 
Tetanus  (D.P.T.),  Rubella  (German  Measles)  and  Mumps  is  required.  The  Tuberculin  Skin 
Test  (Mantoux)  is  also  required.  Exemptions  are  granted  based  on  religious  beliefs 
and/or  a  doctor's  certificate. 

School  assignments  are  based  on  the  student's  home  address.  Information  concerning 
school  attendance  areas  may  be  obtained  by  contacting  the  Student  Assignment  Office, 
Room  12,  170  Fell  Street,  telephone  565-9705,  where  a  multi-lingual  staff  is  available. 

Parents  wishing  to  request  enrollment  in  schools  outside  of  assigned  attendance  areas 
may  submit  an  Optional  Enrollment  Request  (O.E.R.)  form  at  the  school  desired,  starting 
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February  1,  1983.  Approval  is  granted  only  (1)  if  there  is  space  in  the 
school  being  requested,  and  (2)  if  the  racial/ethnic  balance  at  both  the 
sending  and  receiving  schools  is  not  adversely  affected  by  such  a  transfer.

This    is    the    first    substitute    teachers    contract    in    the    District 
and    to    the    best   of    the    District's    knowledge    the    first    contract   of 
this    kind    in    California.

Ground-breaking  ceremonies  at  the  new  site  of  the  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr. 
Academic  Middle  School  will  be  held  Monday,  November  4,  1985  at  11  AM  at 
Girard  and  Bacon  Streets.  The  new  school  will  replace  the  former  Portola  Junior 
High  School  which  closed  in  1977.

In  order  to  complete  construction  by  the  summer  of  1986,  a  tent 
will  be  used  to  cover  the  site  so  that  work  may  proceed  even  in  inclement  weather. 
While  a  common  practice  in  Europe,  this  procedure  is  new  to  the  Bay  Area. 

Planning  for  the  school's  design  was  a  cooperative  effort  among  the  architects, 
students,  teachers,  administrators  and  community.  It  has  resulted  in  some  special 
features  such  as  larger  classrooms  for  more  mobility  for  the  active  middle  school 
age  group,  6  out  of  15  classrooms  will  be  science  rooms  to  accomodate  the  3  year 
science  requirement  for  all  students,  2  Humanities/art  rooms,  2  computer  labs, 
a  state-of-the-art  media  center  and  southern  exposure  science  garden. 

Reconstruction  will  take  place  on  the  original  cafeteria/auditorium,  gym  and 
2  music  classrooms.  New  construction  will  be  by  Nibbi  Bros.,  contractors  at  a  cost 
of  $4.3  million.  Reconstruction  will  be  done  by  W.A.  Thomas,  contractors  for  $1.9 
million.  The  architects  are  Marshall  and  Lee.

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Because  of  the  Consent  Decree,  the  National  Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Colored  People,  the  courts  and  the  State  will  monitor  the  progress  of  the  construction, 
A  state-approved  inspector  will  be  at  the  site  full-time. to  check  that  the  facilities 
are  safe,  earthquake-proof,  handicap-accessible  and  meet  all  other  state  guidelines. 

Martin  Luther  King  is  the  first  new  school  to  be  built  in  San  Francisco  since 
Yick  Wo  Elementary  School  was  built  in  1982. 

The  Student  Master  Design  Committee  is  sponsoring  and  organizing  the  ground- 
breaking ceremony. 

Martin  Luther  King  is  an  alternative  school  with  emphasis  on  academic  excellence 
and  preparation  for  college.  It  has  a  science-math-computer  focus.  Computer  usage 
and  Latin  are  taught  for  one  full  year.

In  order  to  be  eligible  to  attend  kindergarten  in  September  1986,  children 
must  have  been  born  on  or  before  December  2,  1981.  First  grade  children 
must  have  been  born  on  or  before  December  2,  1980.  Proof  of  bi.rthdate  in 
the  form  of  a  birth  certificate,  hospital  record,  passport,  or  baptismal 
certificate  is  required.  Where  none  of  these  is  available,  an  affidavit 
of  the  child's  date  and  place  of  birth  by  the  parent  or  guardian  of  the 
child  may  be  accepted. 

XMMUMIZATION_REQUIREMENTS 

California  law  requires  all  children  under  18  years  of  age  to  provide 
written  proof  of  immunization  (written  proof  must  include  the  type  of 
vaccine  and  the  date  it  was  given).  All  kindergarten  children  and  new 
admissions  must  have  one  dose  of  each  of  the  following  vaccines  prior 
to  being  admitted  to  the  public  schools:  Polio,  DPT  or  TD  (diptheria- 
pertussis-tetanus) ,  Measles,  Mumps,  and  Rubella.  A  tuberculin  (TB) 
skin  test  is  also  required  for  all  students  enrolling  in  public  schools.

Two  San  Francisco  public  elementary  schools  were  honored  by 
the  State  Department  of  Education  for  continuing  their  outstanding 
contributions  to  excellence  in  education. 

John  Muir  and  Treasure  Island  received  achievement  awards  in 
1984  and  1985  as  outstanding  compensatory  education  schools 
(Chapter  I  schools).  Evelyn  Draper  is  the  principal  of  John  Muir 
Elementary  School  and  John  Whisman  is  the  principal  of  Treasure 
Island  Elementary  School. 

Chapter  I  is  a  federal  program  that  provides  financial 
assistance  for*  services  to  meet  the  special  needs  of  educationally 
disadvantaged,  handicapped,  neglected,  delinquent,  or  migrant 
students.  Funds  are  allocated  through  a  statutory  formula  based  on 
socio-economic  factors. 

At  the  recent  "Achieving  Compensatory  Education  Schools" 
conference  it  was  stated  that  factors  which  make  for  excellence  in 
education,  such  as  strong  leadership,  dedicated  staff,  high  expec- 
ations  for  students,  academic  emphasis,  effective  discipline,  etc.

The  high  school,  middle  school  and  elementary  sessions  will  be  from

At  the  elementary  school  level,  Pre-Kindergarten  through  fifth  grade, 
students  will  be  able  to  take  reading,  mathematics,  oral  and  written  language, 
English-as-a-Second-Language,  and  computer  education.

Judge  Joseph  A.  Wapner  of  "People's  Court"  will  speak  to  900  public  school  students 
for  the  conclusion  of  their  study  of  the  United  States  court  system.  This  special 
presentation  will  take  place  on  June  6  from  10:30-11:30  AM  at  A. P.  Gianinni  middle 
School. 

The  students,  from  5th  through  12th  grades,  are  participants  in  .Project  ES-TEAM,  a 
nationally  acclaimed  exemplary  school  program,  designed  to  promote  interaction  among 
students  in  order  to  enhance  self-esteem  and  mutual  respect. 

Used  as  a  Social  Studies  program,  Project  ES-TEAM  focuses  on  a  team  effort  in  learn- 
ing. Students  cluster  in  small  groups  of  five  to  ten  people  or  engage  in  a  whole-class 
activity  to  learn  about  the  law  and  legal  procedures.  Seme  of  the  activities  are  group 
research,  mock  trials  and  community  interaction.  Students  of  different  backgrounds  and 
abilities  work  together  to  obtain  informtion,  participate  in  simulated  trials  and  visit 
criminal  and  civil  courts. 

Judge  Wapner  will  make  a  presentation  to  the  students  concerning  the  roles  of  the  law 
and  the  courts  in  a  democratic  society,  the  responsibilities  of  young  citizens,  and  trie 
opportunities  open  to  young  people  in  law-related  and  public  service  fields.  This  will 
be  followed  by  a  question  and  answer  period  conducted  by  a  student  panel.

HONORS  PEGGE  LACEY 

Last  night,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education  adjourned  its  regular 
meeting  in  memory  of  Pegge  Lacey  who  was  killed  in  an  automobile  accident  on 
Saturday,  August  9,  1986.  Mrs.  Lacey  was  so  honored  because  of  her  outstanding 
contributions  to  the  children  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
for  almost  20  years. 

As  a  parent,  she  volunteered  her  services  at  school  sites  which  eventually 
led,  during  the  1968  school  year,  to  her  election  as  President  of  the  George 
Peabody  Elementary  School  Parent  Teachers  Association.  Pegge  Lacey  expanded 
her  volunteer  efforts  from  a  school  site  to  a  greater  community  effort,  and 
from  1970  to  1972  she  served  for  two  terms  as  the  President  of  the  P.T.A. 
Park-Presidio  Council.  In  1972  she  became  Vice-President  of  the  San  Francisco 
P.T.A.  and  in  1974  she  was  elected  President  of  the  San  Francisco  P.T.A. 

Mrs.  Lacey' s  experiences  in  the  school  community  sharpened  her  skills 
in  public  and  community  relations  with  a  special  focus  on  legislative  activities. 
During  1976-77  she  became  the  Legislative  Advocate  representing  the  California 
State  P.T.A.  in  Sacramento  on  all  legislative  matters  pertaining  to  education. 

Her  career  within  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  began  as  a 
Community  Liaison  Worker  working  with  community  to  facilitate  the  implementation 
of  the  District's  desegregation  plan,  and  she  eventually  became  the  District's 
Legislative  Liaison  to  Sacramento.  Pegge  Lacey ' s  last  position  was  as  a 
legislative  analyst  with  California  School  Services.  The  San  Francisco  School 
District  was  one  of  her  clients. 

Mrs.  Lacey  is  survived  by  her  husband,  David,  and  two  daughters,  Kate 
and  Kim.

*A  household  of  one  means  a  pupil  who  is  his/her  sole  support.   Institutionalized  children 
are  always  one  member  households.   Foster  children  are  one  member  households  only  if  the 
welfare/placement  agency  maintains  legal  responsibility  for  the  child. 

Household  means  a  group  of  related,  or  nonrelated,  individuals  who  are  living  as  one 
economic  unit,  sharing  living  expenses.   Living  expenses  include  rent,  clothes,  food, 
doctor  bills,  light  bills,  heating  bills,  etc. 

Children  from  families  whose  income  is  at  or  below  the  levels  shown  are  eligible  for  free 
or  reduced  price  meals.

Application  forms  are  being  sent  to  all  homes  with  a  letter  to  parents  or  guardians.   To 
apply  for  free  or  reduced  price  meals,  households  should  fill  out  the  application  and 
return  it  to  the  school.   Additional  copies  are  available  at  the  principal's  office  in 
each  school.   The  information  provided  on  the  application  will  be  used  only  for  the  purposi 
of  determining  eligibility,  and  may  be  verified  at  any  time  during  the  school  year  by 
school  or  other  program  officials. 

For  the  school  officials  to  determine  eligibility,  the  household  must  provide  the  follow- 
ing information  listed  on  the  application:   names  of  all  household  members;  social  security 
numbers  of  all  adult  household  members  or  a  statement  that  the  household  member  does  not 
possess  one;  total  household  income  and  the  amount  and  source  of  income  received  by  each 
household  member,  or  the  food  stamp  Case  Number  for  households  currently  receiving  food 
stamps:  and  the  signature  of  an  adult  household  member  certifying  that  the  information 
provided  is  correct.  Households  are  required  to  report  increases  in  household  income  of 
over  $50  per  month  of  $600  per  year  and  decreases  in  household  size. 

Applications  may  be  submitted  any  time  during  the  year. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  free  and  reduced  price  policy  the  Director  of  Food 
Services  will  review  applications  and  determine  eligibility.   If  a  parent  or 
guardian  is  dissatisfied  with  the  ruling  of  the  official,  he/she  may  discuss  the 
decision  with  the  determining  official  on  an  informal  basis.   If  the  parent  wishes 
to  make  a  formal  appeal,  he/she  may  make  a  request  either  orally  or  in  writing  to 
Thomas  J.  Samraon,  135  Van  Ness  Avenue,  Room  207,  San  Francisco,  California  94102, 
telephone  (415)  565-9294  for  a  hearing  to  appeal  the  decision.   The  policy  contains 
an  outline  of  the  hearing  procedure. 

If  a  household  member  becomes  unemployed  or  if  the  household  size  changes,  the 
family  should  contact  the  school.   Such  changes  may  make  the  children  of  the  house- 
hold eligible  for  reduced  price  meals,  or  for  additional  benefits  such  as  free  meals 
if  the  family  income  falls  at  or  below  the  levels  shown  above. 

In  certain  cases,  foster  children  are  also  eligible  for  these  benefits.   If  a  house- 
hold has  foster  children  living  with  them  and  wishes  to  apply  for  such  meals  for  them, 
the  household  should  contact  the  Food  Service  Director  for  more  information. 

The  information  provided  by  the  household  is  confidential  and  will  be  used  only  for 
purposes  of  determining  eligibility  and  verifying  data.

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SAN  FRANCISCO  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
RECEIVES  $20,000  ARTS  GRANT 


Hawthorne  Elementary  School  located  at  825  Shotwell  Street,  has  received  a 
$20,000  federal  block  Arts  Grant  to  improve  the  neighborhood  environment  by  re- 
vitalizing a  potential  school  site  landmark  (116  years)  with  a  meaningful  mural 
project.  The  work  will  begin  in  June  1987. 

The  funds  were  made  available  through  Mayor  Feinstein's  Office  for  Community 
Development  with  technical  services  and  assistance  frcm  the  Mayor's  Summer  Youth 
Employment  Program  and  The  San  Francisco  Conservation  Corps. 

The  mural  will  be  designed  and  executed  by  muralists  Juana  Alica  and  Susan 
Cervantes.  The  planned  mural  has  had  imput  from  parents,  students  and  faculty. 
The  mural  is  conceived  as  a  total  rennovation  of  the  building  front.  The  Con- 
servation Corps  will  paint  the  large,  fiat  spaces  surrounding  narrative  pictorials 
and  will  restore  and  paint  window  frames  and  other  areas  needing  repair. 

The  pictorial  sections  will  include  the  thirty- two  3'  x  4'  architectual  in- 
sets, and  the  doorway  arch  and  columns.  The  theme  of  the  mural  will  be  child- 
centered,  multi-ethnic  and  uplifting  in  spirit.  It  will  depict  the  varied  interests 
and  activities  that  are  shared  by  the  children  of  the  school's  ccmmunity.  It  will 
demonstrate  both  diversity  and  harmony  among  the  children.  It  is  the  hope  of 
the  parent  committee  and  the  staff  at  Hawthorne  School  that  the  mural  on  the 
front  facade  will  add  to  the  historical  importance  of  the  school,  which  is  now 
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celebrating  one-hundred  nineteen  years  at  that  site,  and  its  sixtieth  anniversary 
in  that  building.  The  vision  of  the  mural  is  to  make  visible  the  creative  pro- 
cess of  growth  that  is  going  on  within  the  school's  walls  and  project  that 
identity  into  the  surrounding  community.  The  completion  date  is  for  early  fall
